coln price for wheat was 33 cents 
per bushel and for corn 37 cents. 
On August 14, 1930 the same 
situation prevailed, wheat listing 
at 71 cents and corn at 86 cents.

Bearing on Community 


Welfare.

commerce 
drive 
for 
members, 


Wednesday were stressing the im- 
portance to the city's commercial 
and industrial institutions of its 
contacts with the civic league 
groups of the schools, one of the 
organization's 
activities 
about 


which little is known. The work, 
the solicitors point out, has a di- 
rect bearing on the civic, commer- 
cial and industrial welfare of the 
community. 


In 1934, upon the recommenda- 


tion of the chamber board of di- 
rectors, the board of education 
caused to be organized in every 
elementary school a junior civic 
and industrial league. The policy 
has since been changed, and now 
the plan is confined wholly to 
students in the junior high schools. 


The work of the leagues is car- 


ried on through the co-operation 
of the chamber, which furnishes 
speakers for group meetings, and 
arranges tours through govern- 
ment and business 
institutions. 


The tours develop among the stu- 
dents a loyalty for and a wide 
knowledge of the city they cannot 
acquire in any other way. In many 
cases they have been known to be 
responsible for a boy or a girl 
finding his or her niche in the af- 
fairs of the municipality and go- 
ing on to a successful career. 


The trips were inaugurated be- 


cause officials believed that the 
better young people are informed 
about the city and its affairs, the 
better citizens they will become. 
It also was the belief that the 
pupils would have a more compre- 
hensive understanding of what the 
city means to their parents and to 
themselves. 


The jvork of the civic leaguers 


is only one of several activities 
carried on by the chamber with a 
view to making Lincoln's educa- 
tional institutions the best in the 
state, thereby placing the city ir 
a rank by itself as an educational 
center.

IN BELI/SDEATH 


Coroner's J u r y H e a r s 


Details of Car Crash 


On Highway 77. 


A coroner's jury Tuesday nichl 


failed to fix any responsibility for 
the auto accident Thanksgiving 
day m which John Ernst Bell, 41- 
year-old 
Superior farmer, 
was 


fatally injured. The verdict was: 


"We find that Ernest Bell came 


to his death as a icsult of an ac- 
cident occuring about 12 o'clock 
noon, Nov. 29, 1934, on Highway 
77 at a point approximately op- 
posite the northwest corner of 
Memorial Park cemetery; said Bell 
being pinned between a car driven 
by W. H. Fenner and the parked 
car said Bell was working on." 


Varying testimony as to whether 


or not the ',ar owned by J. L. 
Keifer of Bostwick, Neb., on which 
Bell was working, was parked 
completely on or partially off the 
pavement was given by the parti- 
cipants of the accident. Mrs. J. L. 
Keifer, who was sitting in the 


parked car, said it was almost 
completely off the pavement with 
the left wheels extending about 4 
| inches on to the concrete. 


i 
AH four of the occupants of the 


i car driven by W. H. Fenner, 22 
iMarysville, Kas., 
testified 
that 


the Keifer car was not off the 
pavement. 


Fenner's Testimony. 


"Had the parked machine been 


I even half-way off the pavement, 
I1 could have missed it," Fenner 


I told the jurors. "When I first saw 
jit, it was directly in front of me 


i about 12 feet away—and I most 


I certainly was not off the pave- 
ment. I started to swing around 
it, as several cars ahcau ox «.ij 
had done, but a car coming from 
the north gave me the choice be- 
tween a head-on collision and 
hitting the parked car. I did not 
see Mr. Bell lying beneath the car 
when my car struck it." 


Mrs. Keifer testified that their 


automobile had a flat tire and that 
they had stopped to fix it. She 
said that the car had slipped off 
the jack once and that Mr. Bell 
had gotten underneath to hold the 
jack 
while her 
husband, Mr. 


Keifer, tried to work the jack. She 
said their car was knocked nearly 
50 feet north and down an em- 
bankment by the impact. 


C. E. Burnett, farmer, testified 


he was one of the first on the 
scene of the accident. He said the 
tire tools, were lying on the pave- 
ment, "bout 3 feet in from the 
east side, when he arrived. Bell, 
he said, was lying on the pave- 
ment under Fenner's car.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—(AP)— 


On repeal's first anniversary today 
the bootlegger remains such a 
menace to government revenues 
and the legal trade that Secretary 
of the Treasurer Morgenthau is 
reported to be preparing a radio 
appeal to consumers to buy only 
legitimate stuff. 


Stiong demands that taxes be 


slashed are being prepared for the 
next congress on the theory this 
would hamper the bootlegger. 


So far 
Secretary Morgenthau 


has preferred to give the legal 
campaign against the illicit trade 
more of a trial before urging lower 
taxes. Since repeal became effec- 
tive on the evening of December 
5, 1933, federal agents have seized 
10,947 stills, arrested 21,622 per- 
sons and convicted about 7,500. 


Dr. James M. Doran, head of the 


distilled spirits code authority, 
said legal consumption of spirits 
has' been only about one-half of 
the more conservative estimates 


made one year ago. He called for 
stiffer law enforcement. 


Revenue Below Estimate. 


Government officials estimated 


the people have drunk 42,000,000 
gallons of distilled spirits and 35,- 
000.000 barrels of beer. 


The government, which levies a 


$2 excise tax on each gallon of 
domestic liquor, has fallen some 
$120,000,000 short in 
collecting 


what it expected. Besides the ex- 
cise tax. imported liquors are as- 
sessed $5 a gallon. Beer is taxed 
$5 a barrel.

Juliette Fitzsimmons, sister of the 
slain George (Baby Face) Nelson, 
today revealed the story of his 
death as, she said, it was told to 
her by his widow, pretty 25-year- 
old Mrs. Helen Gillis. 


Mrs. Fitzsimmons said the young 


widow described the death scene 
to her shortly before she was taken 
into custody by federal men on 
Thanksgiving day. 


Speeding toward Chicago and a 


widespread net laid by federal 
agents for their capture, the fugi- 
tives engaged in a brisk gun fight 
with one pair of agents without 
harm to either party. 


A short time later they met up 


with 
another 
government 
car 


manned by Herman E. Hollis and 
Samuel P. Cowley near Barring- 
ton. Mrs. Gillis' description of 
what happened then agreed with 
previous accounts. She insisted, 
however, that she took no part in 
the firing. 


Lay In Ditch. 


Mrs. Fitzsimmons quoted Mrs. 


Gillis as saying: 


" 'Les (Baby Face) hollered for 


me to duck. I jumped in a ditch 
and kept my head down I could 
see Les, though, firing at the fed- 
eral men who were trying to kill 
him. 


" 'Then I saw Les jump up and 


grab his side. I seemed to know 
then that it was all over. Then 
the firing stopped.' * 


The trio successfully evaded 


other police who were searching 
the Country side and made their 
way to a house "somewhere near 
Chicago." 
There 
they stripped 


Nelson of his clothing. Mrs. Gillis 
told Mrs. Fitzsimmons: 


"All three of us knew that Les 


was dying. But there was nothicyj 
we could do. 


After a while, Les said to me: 
" 'It's getting dark, Helen — say 


goodbye to mother.' 


Talked About Children. 


"Then he talked about our chil- 


dren. He broke down and cried. 
Then he said: 
" 'It's getting darker, Helen, I 


can't see you any more.'" 


Mrs. Gillis said it was 7:35 that 


evening when Nelson died. All 
that night, the young widow and 
the other man kept vigil. 


Finally dawn broke and, Mrs. 


Gillis said: 


"We carried Les' body to the car 


to find some place to put it. I had 
no idea where to go. 


"We drove out to Niles Center, 


near a cemetery and I decided 
that was the best place to leave 
Les' body. We didn't put his body 
in a ditch. We put it alongside the 
road. I wanted Les to be com- 
fortable."

Hearing on Press 


Hours, Pay Opens 


Spokesmen for News- 
paper Guild Withdraw 


From Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—(AP)— 


Charging that NRA has been "ter- 
rified by the publishers," spokes- 
men for the American newspaper 
guild withdrew in a body today 
from an NRA hearing on proposed 
editorial wages and hours. 


The guild representatives also 


criticized the national labor rela- 
tions board for reopening the case 
when Dean S. Jennings, whom the 
board previously had ordered re- 
instated to a job as rewrite man on 
the San Francisco "Call-Bulletin. 
The board explained it had ord- 
ered the reopening at the request 
of Blackwell Smith, acting general 
counsel for NRA. 


Heywood Broun, president of the 


guild, made the "terrified by pub- 
lishers" statement when the hear- 
ing opened today -on wage and 
hour schedules proposed for the 
newspaper code. 


Broun said that behind Smith 
we see 
the 
figure of Donald 
Richberg." 


"We 
know that he conferred 


long and earnestly with the na- 
tional labor relations board yes- 
terday afternoon," Broun 
said. 


"We know because we saw him. 
As long as the corridors of Mr. 
Richberg are filled with mysteri- 
ous, high pressure representatives 
of the publishers we feel that we 
belong elsewhere." 


Hanson Replies. 


Elisha Hanson, taking the floor 


after Broun and his associates had 
withdrawn, said that had not NRA 
taken the action it did in the Jen- 
nings case, it would "have violated 
the code and breached a solemn 
obligation entered into between 
the newspaper publishing business 
and the president of the Uni+ed 
States." 


Hanson contended that at no 


time had the Call-Bulletin refused 
to go before the newspaper in- 
dustrial board with the Jennings 
case, and he said this body was 
the one having jurisdiction. 


_ Jennings had sought a re-em- 
ployment order, claiming he was 
forced to resign for guild activities. 
Hanson argued that Jennings had 
no right to base a claim on code 
privileges and then not follow the 
procedure prescribed. 


Referring 
to controversy over 


freedom of the press during -writ- 
ing of the newspaper code, Han- 
son said. "I am amazed that news- 
paper writers appear before you 
and attack that great heritage 
•oming down from their fore- 
athers." He said the newspaper 
code specifically provided that no 
publisher must accept its pro- 
•isions unless he wanted.

BETWEEN THE MIDRIBS. 


wT WAS an unkind dig which Senator Couzens 
•*• of Michigan took at his old friend, 
Senator 


Bill Borah, of Idaho. Brother Borah has been 
bearing down rather heavily in a demand for a 
reorganization of the republican party. He has in- 
sisted that it be liberalized, an objective to which 
most people will subscribe. 


But Senator Couzens,. it might be suspected, was 


a trifle malicious when with some amusement he 
proposed that Borah be installed as the head of 
the party and be invited to write a platform for 
it. That was a cunning punch, •which landed in a 
fashion to do Mr. Borah no good. There might have 
been a time when the latter would have welcomed 
such an invitation. Mr, Borah has been buzzing 
around in a manner calculated to give rise to the 
belief he has a presidential bee in hand. It isn't al- 
together new to him. On several occasions, there 
have been traces of disappointment and sorrow in 
his demeanor when the nomination went to others. 


But if Mr. Borah is to lead the republican party 


out of the wilderness, it would be fatal to under- 
take such a march in December of 1934. No po- 
tential candidate cares to be put on the block two 
years In advance of a national convention. In that

But the episode, aside 


from its political pleasantries, has a singular sig- 
nificance. 
Senator Couzens not only spiked 
the 


Idahoan for the time being, but he made it all the 
more apparent by stating that Senator Borah had 
been snapping and snarling at the New Deal and 
yet had suggested nothing of a concrete nature to 
take its place. Now Mr. Couzens is liberal in his 
political attitude at times, although not normally 
identified with 
the progressive bloc. His asso- 


ciate, Senator Vandenburg of Michigan, recently 
won re-election in a democratic tidal wave and he 
did it by taking a stand of friendliness toward the 
New Deal while running as the republican candi- 
date in that state. 
Senator Vandenburg was one 


of the few republican survivors of that early No- 
vember storm, which increased substantially the 
democratic majority in the United States senate, 
and as a result, his decisive victory has projected 
him more and more into the national spotlight as 
a possible republican candidate for the presidency 
in 1936. It is not at all improbable that the two 
Michigan senators have had their heads together. 
Senator Borah was moving so rapidly something 
had to be done about it. and no one was in a bet- 
ter position to play an innocent role than Senator 
Couzens himself. 


He is to be commended for his thoroughly work- 


manlike job. 
Borah has been a puzzling enigma 


in national life. He is the lone wolf of his party 
and of the senate. He has been guilty of an amaz- 
ing inconsistency in his attitude toward his own 
political organization. One day he blows 
warm 


and the next day cold. One week he is a con- 
servative and the next week, a progressive. 
One 


hour he is friendly and the next hour critical. That 
has been the tragedy of his political career, for it 
has been his constantly shifting position, his pecu- 
liar change from one role 
to another that has 


created the impression he lacks stabili4/ and con- 
sistency. And that is unfortunate because Senator 
Borah is a man of marked ability, a compelling 
leader at times, with great power over audiences. 


But perversely he is at his best as a critic. It 


is in this field that his light shines brightest And 
when Senator Couzens suavely and sardonicallv 
pointed his finger at the weakness in Borah's arm- 
or, it was a cruel and an unforgettable thrust. 


NO RAID CK HIGHWAY REVENUE. 
GOVERNOR-ELECT COCHRAN stands on solid 


ground and is speaking for the best interests 


of Nebraska taxpayers in declaring his opposition 
to switching any part of the proceeds of state gaso- 
line tax for any other use than construction and 
maintenance of highways. 


The gasoline tax law was passed for that ex- 


press purpose. It is. in effect, a covenant with the 
citizenship of Nebraska by which the state agreed 
to discontinue taxes on real estate and personal 
property which it had previously been collecting to 
build roads and pay for their upkeep. The state 
has more than kept its promise by not only aband- 
oning property taxes for that purpose on its own 
account, but it is also contributing a large part of 
gasoline tax revenue to the counties and thus en- 
abling them to reduce or eliminate their 
local 


road taxes also. 


All of the money being realized from the gas 


tax is needed for roads and bridges. 
To divert 


any of it into other channels would not only cur- 
tail badly needed highway improvements 
but 


would take away employment opportunities for

men who must have work to support their fami- 
lies or else go on relief rolls. It is much better 
for Nebraska and a hundred times better for the 
men themselves to keep them at work 
earning 


wages than to have them become public charges. 


Another very 
important consideration which 


Governor-elect Cochran pointed out in his talk to 
the petroleum marketers' association at its Oma- 
ha meeting is that the old "matching dollars" ar- 
rangement between the federal government and 
the states is to be resumed in 1935, which means 
that Nebraska must provide 2^ million dollars a 
year itself for spending on federal-state highways 
in order to get a like amount from the 
national 


treasury. 


Only a part of the gross mileage of primary 


highways in Nebraska is included in the federal 
system. There are several thousand miles of state 
highways, added 
since the original system was 


laid out, which must be developed with state funds 
alone. People-living in the areas adjacent to these 
highways pay gasoline tax, the same as those in 
more favored localities, and are entitled to their 
share of road improvements. 


It is quite plain that all gas tax revenue will be 


required to take care of the highway needs of all 
sections and assist the counties in providing bet- 
ter roads for local use. 


Nebraska will continue, under Governor Coch- 


ran's administration, the policy of paying for roads 
as they are built. This has been the best feature 
of the program in the past. It has enabled this 
state to get more value for the money spent than 
almost any other one in the union. In comparison 
with states which have made huge bond issues for 
construction and are now overburdened with in- 
terest payments, Nebraska occupies a very for- 
tunate position. We want nothing of that sort here. 


COUNTY CONSOLIDATION. 


THHE gathering sweep of popular 
sentiment 


•"• toward consolidation of counties in Nebraska 
found an echo at the meeting of the Nebraska Fed- 
eration of County Taxpayers leagues in Central 
City Tuesday. In addressing the gathering, Walter 
L. Pierpoint of Omaha suggested between 3 and 5 
million dollars annually could be slashed from the 
cost of county government by merging the ninety- 
three counties now existing into ten or fifteen. 


In his judgment, two obstacles stand in the way 


of what seems to be a rational and economic step. 
One, Mr. Pierpoint described, as "local pride" and 
the other, the opposition 
of officeholders. 
The 


phrase, "local pride," does not do full justice to 
the sentiment that obstructs the path of consolida- 
tion. It is something deeper than that. It is the 
ingrained feeling that a close contact with man- 
agement, the survival of local government, is an 
important element in democracy. Those who favor 
county consolidation, and 
this 
newspaper 
sees 


many advantages to it, should be fair enough to 
recognize that all opposition is not selfish or not 
unenlightened. The real argument 
for merging 


counties is 
the 
disappearing responsibilities of 


county government, and more than that, the al- 
tered conditions which make a larger unit as sane 
and as sensible as the smaller 
one was in the 


earlier years. 


But good government is not a* matter of form 


merely. It is a matter of spirit; it rests upon the 
type of man chosen to administer it . 


And in all of the discussions of taxation and of 


problems of government, it should be remembered 
that a sane view in Nebraska recognizes there is 
within this state far superior conditions to those 
existing in most states. The tax burden is lighter, 
Doth in actual figures on revenue, and compara- 
tively. Economy is desirable and necessary," but in 
procuring it. there must be intelligence applied.

mended unless you are determine 
to seek the truth with unfaltering 
persistence.

5—(AP)—Lord Riddell, 69, 


one of the most outstanding fig-

British journalistic 


world, died today of the effects 
of a cold contracted October 23. 


The baronage of Walton Heath 


was created for him in 1920 as 
a result of his position in jour- 
nalism.

sides of the Atlantic for his work.

1DEADJ HURT 


$300,000 Damage Done at 


Warner Bros.—First 


National Plant. 


BURBANK, Cal., Dec. 5—(AP) 


—Fire swept Warner Brothers- 
First National studios here, caus- 
ing one death, injuring 15 persons 
and doing damage estimated at 
$300,000 before it was extinguished 
early today. 


Albert Rounder, 65-year-old fire 


chief of the motion picture studio, 
died at a first aid station of heart 
failure which doctors said was in- 
duced by the excitement of the 
conflagration. 


Rudolph Hoop, an actor, and 


Nick Potskoff, studio workman, 
were the most seriously injured. 
Each suffered a broken leg, minor 
burns and bruises. 


Officials of the film plant said 


the fire swept over about half the 
80 acres occupied by the studio, 
but that the area was of minor 
importance to the production of 
pictures. 


For a time flames threatened to 


sweep to the front of the lot, oc- 
cupied by the sound stages, ad- 
ministration buildings, c u t t i n g 
rooms, developing r o o m s and 
laboratories. The blaze destroyed 
many outdoor sets, including the 
famous "New York set," used in 
filming many pictures. 


Blaze Controlled. 


Fire apparatus from Burbank, 


Hollywood and Los Angeles aided 
studio equipment in bringing the 
flames under control. 


Discovered by Director Michael 


Curtiz as 
he left a sound stage 


with 75 extras, the fire, then just 
a wisp of smoke, was raging by 
the time the first outside equip- 
ment reached the studio. 


The extras, who had been work- 


ing on a Paul Muni picture, "Black 
Fury," joined forces with firemen 
in battling the flames. 


Firemen said they thought the 


flames might have originated from 
sparks in the machine shop \vhich 
was destroyed along with the tin, 
carpenter and plumbing shops.

dollars cash balance in the gener- 
al fund of Nebraska at the low 
point of the year's receipts is the 
favorable 
situation 
reported by 


State T r e a surer Hall in his 
monthly statement just issued. On 
the last day of November, just be- 
fore new tax money is due to start 
coming into the treasury, that 
fund contained $1,135.554. 


A year ago on the same date 


there was only $459,190 on hand 
to the general fund's credit. The 
gain of approximately 
140 per 


cent reflects the improved condi- 
tions relatives to payment of taxes 
throughout the state. At this time 
a year ago large amounts of taxes 
were delinquent, 
w h i ch have 


since been paid. The treasury has 
had the benefit of this revenue 
accumulated from previous years, 
as \vell as a decreased ratio of de- 
linquency on current taxes that 
fell due in 1934. 


Total cash in all funds, includ- 


ing those for investment, was $4,- 
957,675 at the close of 
business 


for 
November. 
This 
compares 


with $3,528,434 at the correspond- 
ing date in 1933—an increase of 
$1,429,000.
